RECEI1VED yeſterday your excellency's letter

can, decline going to court till the duke of Cypher, 
Anjou is gone for Spain, thereby to avoid en- 


gaging yourſelf in too forward an acknowiedoment of 
his new title. 


WHEex I came from Kenſington this evening, 
I met with your excellency's letter of the 2oth, 
which was newly arriv'd. I immediately ſent 
that with the two encloſed from Spain to Hamp- 
ton-Court; and therefore can have nothing further 
to fay upon that till next poſt. 

His majeſty ſignified his pleaſure to day at 
council that the next prorogation of the parlia- 
ment ſhould be to the i th of January, but there 
is no proclamation yet ordered to give notice of 
their fitting then, there being more than timg e- 
nough for that. I don't doubt but Mir. Mon- 
tague gives you notice that his majeſty ordered 
you, on Tueſday laſt, a payment of part of your 
Arrears. 

IWENTV of the French pirates were executed 
yeſterday : there ſhould have been one wore, but 
that he died in priſon ſince his ſentence. Man- 
fieur Tallard's lecretary was with me on Sa- 
zurday laſt, in bchali of the captain of theſe 

e piraces, 
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pirates, to tell me that Monfierr Tallard deſired 
his execution might be reſpited, and at his com- 
ing into England he would bring over proofs of 
his innocence, and his being forced into that ſer- 
vice. I told him then, it would be thought very 
ſtrange, that above 100 men ſhould be got to- 
gether, committing piracies, that 16 ſhips 
ſhould be taken at ſeveral times, and be deſtroy d 
by them, that all manner of cruelties ſhould 
have been exerciſed upon the men they took; and 
yet after all, the captain, under whom all this 
was acted, ſhould be look'd upon as an innocent 
man : however I acquainted his majeſty and Sir 
Charles Hedges with it, as I promis'd him I 
would ; Sir Charles told me, that it was allow- 
ed to the captain upon his trial, that he was firſt 
brought by force into this crew ; but his condem- 
nation was grounded upon the voluntary acts of 
piracy he committed afterwards ; and it appearcd 
that he took the command of theſe pirates in two 
ſhips one after another: therefore if Monferr Tal- 
lard ſtill keeps up a correſpondence with your ex- 
cellency, I hope you will be able to fatisfy him 
that there could be no reaſon or juſtice in ſaving 
luch a criminal.

1 was yeſterday with AMonfierr Torcy, and I 
took notice of the article, whereby the em- 


peror has two months after the king of Spain's 
death 
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death, to accept the treaty ; that as the whole in- 
tent of it was to prevent a war, Or any other trou- 
bles that might happen; fo the king was of opi- 
nion, that it would do well to know the reſolu- 
tion of the emperor, before any altere ion was 
made. He ſaid the lait avfwer of the emperor, 
which was of the cth inſtinr, was as far from 
accepting the treaty as ever, which he read to 
me. I then obſerv'd to him that the words were 
during the life of the king of Spain,; but he was 
fatisfy'd the emperor would never have agreed 
to it; and, as the caſe ſtood, if / raxce had refuſed, 
the archduke had then a title by the will to the 
whole ſucceſſion. I find they do here expect 
I ſhould fay ſomething in anſwer to what I have 
acquainted you, and my Lord Chamberlain, con- 
cerning the motives that induc'd them to accept 
the will; and I am of opinion 37onfrexr Talla;rd 
will not go for England till they know the king's 
thoughts on that matter. I muſt own to you I 
ſhall make but a ſtrange figure at court, till I have 
ſome orders of that nature; moſt of the publick 
miniſters have complimented the king on this 
occaſion, as from themſelves ; and ſome, the new

think of. I ſend you the letter unſealed, that you 
may ſee it contains tiie copy of an in{truttion which 
his majeſty gives to Doctor Aglionby, who is ap. 
pointed to carry his majeſty's anſwer to the letter 
that his majeſty received the laſt weck from tlie 
regency of Spain, notiſy ing the king's death, and 
the diipoſitioa he made ot: the crown. He is or- 
dered to go by the way of the Crane, and J be- 
licve will ſet forward to-morrow. His majeſty 
would be glad that he might reach 3/a4:id before 
the king of Spain's arrival there, it being of con- 
Jequence that no time {ſhould be loft in czccuting 
theſe inſtructions; but ſince he may be delay'd by 
contrary winds, his majeſty has thought fit that a 
copy of the inſtructions ſhould be ſent directly and 
with ſpecd to Af. Schonenberg, that he may in 
the mean time make his majeſty's intentions of li- 
ving in his former friendſhip with Spain, rightly 
underſtood, and uſe Ins endeavours either to keep 
them in, or bring them to, the ſame diſpolition to- 
wards us. Your exceliency therefore ſceing of how 
publick a concern it is that this letter be ſpeedily 
conveyed to Madrid, you will take the molt et- 
lectual way far it, and fend it by an expreſs of 
your own, if you cannot find any other good hand 
to truſt it to. His majeſty thinks M. Schoneabers 
will underitand it as it is in Ezg/:/þ, but not being 
aired of ir, I believe it will be neceſſary that 
your excellency ſhould intruſt Mr. Chetuqnd to 

put 
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put it into French, and fo to forward it with the 
tranſlation, enjoining him to be ſecret in it, fo as 
neither to ſpeak of it there, nor to take any no- 
tice of it in what he may write to Exgland. He 
knows nothing at preſent of what he carries, and 
therefore your excellency is more at liberty to 
communicate it to him, or not, as you think fit. 
Now your excellency ſees what will be his majeſ- 
ty's conduct towards Spain if he meets with a 
ſuitable return from thence, his majeſty would 
have it ſerve as an inſtruction to you how to go- 
vern your ſelf in the converſations you may have 
an opportunity for with the Saniſb ambaſſador re- 
ſiding at Paris, or with ſuch of the grandecs as 
are coming thither from the regency, to prevent 
any ill impreſſions in relation to his majeſty and 
his kingdoms; but you will defer acquainting him 
with what his majeſty has now ordered, ſince it 
may be doubted what uſe he would make of 
ſuch an information in that court. It ſeems fit 
likewiſe that nothing be ſaid of theſe particulars 
to the emperor's miniſter. 
I GAVE your excellency an account in a letter 
I writ laſt night, that Menſieur Tallard was arri- 
ved, and that he had been to make me a viſit 
to know when he might preſent to his majcſty a 
letter he had brought from his maſter. I went 
this morning to Jlampton-Court to receive his ma- 
jeſty's pleaſure; and found M. Tallard alighting 
at the court - gate as I was going to take coach to 
come for London: I acquainted him that the king 
3 - ud 
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had appointed him to be with him to-morrow at 
eleven in the morning. He anfwer'd that he 
would be at Hampton-Court at that hour, but 
fuice he was now there he hop'd he might go up 
and make his bows to the king; I told him that 
needed no advice of mine, he would do therein 
as he thought fit; ſo he went into his coach to 
change his perriwig, and I came away for Lon 
don, and ſhall return his viſit after he has preſent- 
ed his letter, fince he has prevented my doing 
it before. Whether his haſtenin gto Hampton- 
Court be according to rule or not, I don't pre- 
tend to judge ; your excellency will know beſt, being 
ſo well vers d in the practice of that court. Mon- 
ſieur Tallard took an occaſion to tell me yeſterday, 
that he never intended to ſtay in England beyond 
three years: thoſe will be expired in March next, 
and therefore about February he hoped to have or- 
ders to return home ; but his maſter would fend 
another to ſupply his place, and ſuch a one as ſhould 
be agreeable to his majefty. He touched upon the 
alterations that had happen'd ſince his being here 
laſt; as to their accepting the will, he ſaid the 
reaſons for it were contained in a memorial ſent 
into Holland, which he did not doubt but I had 
ſeen; and he could repeat them all by heart, if 
it were neceſſary: he did repeat moſt of what ſhewed 
the neceſſity of accepting the will thereby to pre- 
vent the emperor's and the duke of Savoy's having 
a new title to the crown of Spain. He faid, if 
the emperor thought of invading Milan, his pre- 
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tenſions would be unjuſt fince they had the ori- 
ginal grant; by which Charles V. conferr'd that 
dutchy upon Pbilip II. and his heirs, as well 
females as males. I ask'd him whether, if the em- 
peror thought he had a right to Milan, and would 
afiert it, That ought to give jealouly of diſtur- 
bances in parts far remote from it, and whether 
that would occaſion the marching of Hench troops 
into Flanders; I told him that we were turpriz'd to 
hear of meſſages ſent to the eiecttor ot Batur:z, 
to tell him that the French troops ſhould march 
into Flanders whenever he thought it necctlary : 
I ask'd it Lolland had given any occalion or it, 
or whether they imagined any alarm could come 
from them; all he anſwer d to it was, that he had 
not heard of any ſuch meſiage or orders. I told 
him that the advantages that accrued to France 
and Spain by accepting the will were viſible, but 
what had others to rely upon who ſaw their trea- 
ty laid aſide from whence they promis'd themſelves 


a proſpect of peace and tranquillity. His anſwer 


was, that Spain would remain as it has been, and 
they might have the fame conteſts with thera here- 
after as they had formerly ; his maſter loſt by 
complying with the will, but was ſatisſy' d that 
juſtice had been done to his family, and the pre- 
ferring of peace was all he aim'd at. He made a 
ſlight mention of tho pirates that were condemn'd, 
particularly the captain he had writ about; but 
ſaid he was more fatisfy'd in that mater, ſince 
the captain at his death owned his guilt. I ſend 
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your excellency the pals for the Yenetian ambaſ- 
ſador which has been dclay'd longer than it need- 
ed; I moved his niajeſty this morning about al- 
lowing your bill of extroardinarics, and have dire- 
ftions for it; I have taken care to pay the 50 
Louis-d'ors to Mr. Powys tor Brocard. I am glad 
your excellency calls upon him to deſerve the con- 
tinuance of it; I ſhall not grudge his being con- 
ſidered further when he performs any thing that 
may entitle him to it. Mr. Cherwynd will inform

FinD by yours of December 16, that you 
wanted two poſts; I am fatisfy'd Monſieur 
Tallard has no reaſon to take any thing ill, nei- 
ther do I bclieve he has writ any thing of that 
nature hither: for the laſt time I faw Monſieur de 
Torcy, he told me he had been received very fa- 
vourably by the king; I imagine his not coming 
to court as he us'd to do, is, becauſe he has no- 
thing to propoſe, or at leaſt they expect what we 
deſire ſhould come firſt from us; it may be allo, 
till we declare our ſelves in relation to our new 
king of Spain, they do not think it proper to

1 cannot perceive that Monſfeur Tallard has 
writ any thing to this court of what you ima- 
gined; but I do find, till we explain our ſelves, 
or return ſome anſwer to the letter he delivered 
to his majeſty, he has no orders to make any 
propoſal whatſoever: ſo that having nothing to 
ſay, may be the reaſon he comes not 1o often to 
court as formerly. Monſeur de Torcy ask'd me, 
whether I Lad received any orders; I laid no. 
This looks as if they expetted I ſhould; it is 
certain they are very angry with the Dutch for 
not complying ; as for us (whatever they think) 
they do not ſay it, and I found the court yetter- 
day more obliging than of late it uled to be; tho 
theſe things are not to be minded. The regents 
of Hain have writ to the king; wherein (after 
a great many compliments) they deſire he would 
take their monarchy under his protection; and 
they tell him, that orders were already given to all 
governors to obey any commands of his whatſo- 
ever. This was occaſion'd by a letter, wherein 
the king acquainted them that the prince of 
Vaude mout believing the emperor's troops might 
march for Milan; and knowing he was not in a 
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condition to oppoſe them ; therefore deſired ſome 
troops, which he had ordered ſhould be forth- 
with embark d; which he had not done (without 
firſt knowing their thoughts) had not the conſe- 
quence of it oblig d him to loſe no time: this 
made the diſcourſe as if they had deſired him to 
take the generalſhip ; but it is no otherwiſe, than 
as I acquaint you. The regency will ſoon be at 
an end, for the new king is, or will be in a few 
days, in Spain. Monſieur Flarcourt has been once 
received into the janto, and was placed at the lefs 
hand of the queen; cardinal Portocarrero was of 
the right: it is ſaid the emperor's miniſter had 
always a privilege of being in the council, when- 
ever any thing was treated of, that related to the 
houſe of Auſiria : whether it was fo formerly, I 
know not; yet it ſhews the regents ſeck all 
occaſions to oblige the king here. When they 
had thoughts of ſending Monſieur Villeroy towards 
Luxemburgh, it was to prevent what they fear'd, 
that the elector Palatine had ſome deſign on that 
town: but the Spaniards having reinforc'd the gar- 
riſon, his journey is ſtopt for the preſent. The 
Portugal envoy has receiv'd orders to compliment 
the king; and it is faid, he is to have audience 
on Tueſday next, the court being now at Marli. 
I am told the duke of Berwick is going for Rome: 
the Spaniſh ambaſſador goes to St. Germains. Ihe 
letters of Thurſday laſt are not yet come; and Mon- 
freur de Torcy has received none from M. Tallard,

HAVE the fayour of yours of December 23. I 
take it, the propoſal M. Lilieroot makes, is as 

of himſelf, and not by order; and I believe M. 
Palmquiſt does the fame: they might have their 
ends in it for the ſervice of their maſter ; but the 
ſucceſs the king of Sweden has lately had, will put 
an end, it may be, to all theſe projects. The con- 
ſtable of Caſiille is expected here next week, and 
is to make a publick entry, having the character 
of ambaſſador extraordinary from the new king, 
It is uſual on ſuch occaſions to notify their arri- 
val to all the miniſters; and on the day of their 
entry, they ſend a gentleman to compliment them: 
whether he will do it to me, I cannot tell, it may 
be, he will try by another perſon what I will do 
in that caſe; it will be neceffary I ſhould have his 
majeſty's orders how I am to act, and thoſe too 
as ſoon as you can: he will be ready to make his 
entry in a little time, by reaſon. it is to be in 
mourning. The Spaniſh ambaſſador was laſt Mon- 
day at St. Cer mains; J am told, he made a compli- 
ment from the regents in general terms, without 
any letter from them; faying, as he had made no 
entry, nor was like to do it, he look'd upon him- 
felf as a private perſon: this makes them think 
the perſon that is coming will have audience of 

them 
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them in ceremony; but I cannot think it. M. 
Spanbeim has had a private audience of the king, 
where he preſented a letter from the elector, and 
ſhew'd the reaſons why his majeſty did intend to 
take the title of king (of Pruſa;) he declared the 
ele tor had no other engagement with the emperor 
but the renewing a treaty, which was made by 
the late eleftor in 1686; and that the emperor's 
acknowledging him, was no other than what he 
hop'd for from other princes. All the anſwer 
the king made him was, that he thould fee by the 
letter, and would conlider or what he had ſaid. 
There is no likelihood of their ownirg him, and 
M. Spanheim expects ſoon to have orders to leave 
this place. I am told for certain, che duke of 
Savoy has conſented to let the French troops paſs 
through his country ; and the three regiments of 
horſe that were to embark, have orders to march 
by land. IT am aſſured in the inveirzre of the 


dutchy of Milan on Philip II. and his poſterity, 


male and female (which, they ſay, they have here) 
there is a clauſe, that after his branch, whocver 
ſucceeds, is obliged to go in perſon to Vienna, 
and receive it from the emyeror ; otherwiſe ic is 


not valid. This makes them a little uneaſy here;

ſeux died laſt Wedneſday z he was taken ill but the 


Friday before after a great debauch he had made : 
ſeveral are talked to ſucceed him; but as yet it 
is not declared.

ſures with Spain, muſt do it by the means of 
France, or at leaſt with their approbation : be- 
ſides, having ſuch powers, on any exigency the 
French troops may poſſeſs themſelves of what 
places they pleaſe ; ſo that there is ſome reaſon 
to fear, in caſe things ſhould begin to look like 
a war, that the Dutch troops in Flanders may 
paſs their time ill. J am fatisfy'd they will here 
avoid, as long as they can, doing any thing of that 
nature, in hopes to prevent a war ; and the mca- 
ſures they icem now to take, are not to be cſteem- 
ed the aggreſſors, but rather to be on the de. 
fenſive. They are too ſenſible of the condition 
of France, where there is no means left to raiſe 
any conſiderable ſum, but by a Capitation which 
is already ſign d; but unleſs there be occaſion, 
it will not be levy'd: it is a tax very hard on 
the people, eſpecially when all other impoſicions 


remain as they were during the late war with an 


augmentation this year of five millions of livres. 
The lottery, which it was thought would have 
ſucceeded, comes to nothing; Monſieur Chamil- 
lard has Monſieur Barbefieux's place with that he 
had before. It is now here thought the war in 
Italy is certain, and this court endeavours to per- 
ſuade the pope and the reſt of the princes to form 
a league againſt the emperor ; for without ſomething 


of that nature is done, they ſay, it will in all like- 


lihood be the ſeat of a long war. When count 
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Wratiſlaw arrives, you will better judge of the in- 
tentions of the emperor. The envoy of Portu- 
gal had yeſterday a publick audicnce of the king 
and the dauphin, to congratulate them on the 
duke of Anjou's acceſſion to the crown of Spain; 
he expected only (as he fays) to have delivered 
the king his maſter's letter in a private audience, 
but it would not be received m that manner: 1 
find he would willingly wait on me, and has or- 
ders fo to do, but would have me certify under 
my hand, that whenever it happens that there is 
an envoy from England, and a Portugal ambat- 
ſador, he ſhould do the like; this is concerning 
the hand in my own houſe, which you know, 1 
am not to give to envoys. I told him I thought 
he need not deſire it in this mannner, ſince in the 
inſtructions of ail our envoys, they were not to 
demand the hand in relation to ambaſſadors; I 
ſhould be glad to know how his majeſty would 
have me act in this cale. The king of Denmark 
has alſo writ to the king in anſwer to his ; his en- 
voy would have deliver'd it to Monſieur de Torcy, 
but he would not receive it, fo he muſt do it 
in an audience: tho' I find by him he has no 
ſuch orders, or any thing to ſay.

Monſieur D' Avaux is nam d to go for 
Holland, upon the death of Monſieur Briord; he 
has orders to make what haſte he can, and it is 
thought in very few days he will leave this place. 
This looks as if they think it abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary to have a miniſter there at this juncture; 
and, it may be, he will have further inſtructions 
than the laſt had; he is a perſon well known to the 
ſtates, having been formerly there, tho' how ac- 
ceptable he will be is another queſtion.

from Madrid, before the new king's arrival ; and 
the duke of Harcourt joined in it. I have a let- 
ter from Mr. Aglionby of the 1ft of January, our 
ſtile; he arrived at the Corunna the day before : 
he was to begin his journey towards Madrid the 
next day, but did not expect to get thither in 
leſs than twelve days. The French ambaſſador 
came to the office to day, but I did not ſee him, 
for we have been ſix days upon the V eſtminſter 
poll, which is like to laſt as many more. The am- 
baſſador brought two memorials, one about a 
Dutch ſhip, caſt away on the iſle of Vigbt, that 
had French goods on board, bound for Rotterdam ; 
they deſire directions for the delivering the goods 
that have been ſaved, upon paying ſalvage, which is 
fit to be comply'd with. 'The other memorial is a- 
gainſt captain Leg, a commander of one of our fri- 
gates, that he ſiezed one Bolton in an 1riſþ veſſel, 
within the reach of the guns of Port St. Louis in 
America. There is ſuch a man brought home a pri- 
ſoner, by expreſs orders from the king: where 
he was taken I don't know, but he was a noto- 
rious confederate with Kidd, and has got the 
greateſt part of his ſtolen goods; 1o that, I be- 
heve, the parhament will have ſomething to ſay 
to him ; though the ambaſſador's demands are,

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that he and his ſhip ſhould be ſet at liberty: 
That we muſt be excus'd in, he being committed 
to Newgate for confederating with pirates.

TAKE this. opportunity of M. Lapeil's going 
poſt for England, to acquaint you how affairs 

ſtand here; and I cannot but think we are now 
coming to ſome determination of what we are to 
truſt to. The Dutch ambaſſador has receiv'd a 
reſolution of the ſtates ; his ſecretary gave it ye- 
ſterday to M. de Torcy, he not being in a condi- 
tion to go any more to court, having in a manner 
loſt his ſenſes, which is very unfortunate at this 
conjundture: it is true, his ſecretary was former- 
iy with M. Newport, who ſettled the tariff between 
France and Holland, and underſtands this court 
very well; but without one has a character, they 
can do but little here. I think my ſelf oblig'd to 
inform his majeſty, that the ftates may, if 
they think it proper, ſend ſome perſon hither , 
for tho? moſt of this affair will be tranſacted at the 
Hague, yet, if they mean to come to an accommo- 
dation, in relation to their ſecurity as well as ours, 
I fear it will require ſomebody here alſo to manage 
it, and not wholly to rely on what the French mi- 
outer there will repreſent : not but I ſhall be ready 
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to do or act in whatever his majeſty orders me. 
The memorial was well received, and by reaſon 
M. Briord is not yet well enough to tranſact this 
affair, M. d. Avaux will ſet out for Holland as 
ſoon as they can have prepar'd his inſtructions. 
M. de Torcy took notice to me of it, and faid they 
ſhould ſee the king was ready to agree to any thing 
that was reaſonable. The anſwer I made him 
was, that I hop'd this proceeding might produce 
a good underſtanding ; that I ſuppos d they did 
not deſire but that Holland ſhould find their ad- 
vantage and ſecurity in this manner of proceed- 
ing, as much as by the treaty of partition z which 
he ſeem'd to agree to; and that was all that paſs'd. 
I was told by one, nevertheleſs, that they ſuſpect, 
the intention of the ſtates by this was only to gain 
time; and it is alſo to be fear'd, that they will 
expect the ſtates ſhall firſt make their demands, 
before they will explain themſelves as to what they 
will agree to: yet it will have fo good an effect, 
as to prevent miſunderſtandings, which might poſ- 
ſibly engage us in a war, tho' neither ſide ſhould 
intend nor deſire it. I am fatisfy'd here, as it is 
in no manner their intereſt, fo they will avoid it if 
they can: they know too well the condition of 
France ;, and beſides, a war as it may happen, 


they are putting themſelves in a poſture of defence, 
having order'd the encreaſing of ten men in every 


troop of horſe and dragoons : beſides, they raiſe 
120 new troops of horſe, and 72 of dragoons, 
3 which 


might be their total ruin: nevertheleſs you will ſee 
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which is computed in the whole, to amount to 
160003 fo that when all is compleat, their forces 
of horſe and dragoons will be at leaſt 36000, and 
their foot about 140000. I am endeavouring to 


get an exact liſt of all their troops, and ſhall ſend it 


you. They are obliged to give more than ever 
they did for theſe troops; and it will take a con- 
ſiderable time to compleat them. I find they 
think the war in Italy certain, unleſs the pope can 
prevail with the emperor, who at preſent atts as a 
mediator. He has ſent a brief to the French king, 
as alſo to the republick of Venice. I ſuppoſe they 
do not rely much upon the eſſect theſe will pro- 
duce; and therefore cardinal 4 Eſtree is going to 
all the princes of Itah; and it is thought he is now 
at Venice, where he will alſo ſee the duke of Man- 
tua. They would fain perſuade him to let a French 
or Spaniſh garriſon into their chief town, but at 
preſent he will not conſent to it. From Naples 
they write, that ſeveral are put in priſon, for hav- 
ing diſpers'd papers, inciting them to throw off the 
yoke of Spain, and to have a king of their own. 

Monſieur Bouffler's going ſo of a ſudden, cauſes 
great reflections; and it is faid he is gone for Bru/- 
fſels ;, you will certainly know if it is fo. M. Tal- 
lard preſſes extreamly to return, in hopes to have 


ſome conſiderable poſt in caſe of a war: he would 


fain have orders to take his leave (tho he ſhould 
remain here for ſome time) that he might be in 
a readineſs to go as occaſion ſhould happen : he 
propoſes alſo, that an envoy might be ſent for the 
R 2 prelent 
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preſent; this I perceiv'd in diſcourſe with M. de 
Torcy : T only faid I did not think it was uſual for 
a miniſter, when he had taken his leave, to ſtay 
at a court afterwards. I cannot tell, in caſe any 
is ſent, but that they think ſtill of M. I Avaux, 
tho' M. de Torcy has not in the leaſt taken any no- 
tice of it to me, nor have I to him; I ſuppoſe 
there will be nothing done of this nature, but firſt 
M. Tallard will endeavour to know his majeſty's 
thoughts, and how he will like it : as they att in this, 
it may be my ſtay here will be longer or ſhorter.

The French am- 
baſſador was with me yeſterday, to know what 
was done upon his two memorials, which you 
have already an account of. I told him that as 
to the ſhip caſt away on the iſle of Vigbt, I 
had writ by his majeſty's directions to the duke 
of Bolton, who is vice-admiral of that coaſt; 
and he has ſent me an anſwer that he has given 
directions to his officers to uſe all endeavours for 
ſaving the goods to the uſe of the owners. As 
to Bolton that is committed to Newgaze for con- 
federating with Kidd, I told him what reaſons 
his majeſty had to order his being apprehended, 
and now he was here, it is probable the par- 
lament would have ſomething to ſay to him; but 
as to his being taken within a French port, his 
majeſty was not yet infornfed of that circumſtance, 
but had ordered me to write to Captain Leg, the 
commander, who took him, which would take up 


Indies. He ſeem'd to preſs that Bolton might 
be releaſed. in the mean time, but that is too 
early and too difficult a demand. He made but 
a ſhort ſtay with me, and entered into no other 
particulars. I don't find that he talks here fo 
much of his going home, as he did at his firſt 
coming over.

OUR excellency's letter of the arri- 
ved this noon, and I immediately diſpatch'd 
it to Hampton-Court, from whence I came in the 
morning. You will ſee by my laſt, that I live 
in no great correſpondence with the French am- 
baſſador, knowing ſo little of his deſign to leave 
us. The next day I heard he had been with 
Sir Charles Cotterell, to deſire the king would 
appoint him a time for his audience of leave. 
His majeſty has ordered it on this day ſennight. 
I have already told you that his majeſty comes 
to Kenſington on Wedneſday next; I don't know 
whether the ambaſſador will be going to France 
as ſoon as his audience is over; ſome think he 
will do in that according as affairs ſtand. It is pretty 
unlucky that the meſſenger ſhould not arrive till the 
Marli journey was appointed. The meeting of the 
parliament draws on, and therefore one would 
be glad to know as ſoon as may be what we have 
to truſt to. I have an account this day from 
Dover, that part of the garriſon of Dunkirk 
have lately march'd out, and taken poſſeſſion of 
Nieuport; if it be fo, I ſuppoſe the precedent will 
be followed, and they will pofſeſs themſelves of 
what other towns of Flanders they think for 
their convenience. I have a letter to day from 
Monſieur Schonenberg the 12th of January, with a 
pacquet for the king. It is the ſame in ſubſtance 
of what he writ to your excellency of the 18th, 
that he ſhould ſend back your courier in three or

HE French mail of Saturday laſt is not 
yet arrived, fo I have none of your excel- 

lency's letters to acknowledge. The ftates general 
(a) having acquainted his majeſty, that upon the oc- 
caſion of their ambaſſador's ſickneſs, they had de- 
ſired your excellency's aſſiſtance in the applications 
they ſhould find it neceſſary to make to that 
court in the matters now depending ; his ma- 
jeſty is plcaſed to direct that you ſhould gratify 
them therein. The poſſeſſion the French troops 
have taken both of Oftead and Nieuport has gi- 
ven great alarm here; and we don't yet under- 
ſtand by what orders it was done, nor what is 
become of the Datch troops that were there in 
garriſon. The king came laſt night to Kenſington, 
and was at 7//hitchall chappel this day: the 
French ambaſſador and the reſt of the foreign 
miniſters waited on him in thoſe lodgings after 
ſermon. There was a report as if the opening 
of the parliament would be deferr'd ſome few 
days, to give the members time to come up, but 
I ſee no reaſon for it.

ſolution, and what was done in purſuance there- 
of, as your majeſty may pleaſe to ſce by our laſt 
reſolution of the : th inſtant ) hereunto annex d. 
Now ſince the Jleer Jan Ileemsbirt, our ambaſia- 
dor at the court of Vance, is at preſent ſick, 
we have taken the freedom to acquaint tae earl 
of Mancheſter, your majeſty's ambaſſador extraor- 
dinary at che taid court, with boch our colglutions 


afoi enientioned, de'iring him at the fame tine, on 
tins occaſion, to aſſiſt Mute u Feeeras bets ie worn his 


advice and intereſt; and iuriher, if ſo ba it were 
needful or convenient, ta counter with the front, 
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which purpoſe we have ſent him credentials. Now 
we hope, and hereby friendly pray your majeſty 
will like our requeſt we fent to your ambathdor, 
and approve of the fame, as we ſhail always be 
glad your majeſty will make uſe of the minilters 
of our ſtates, as often as you ſhall judge it ne- 
ceſſary.

about finding out the proper means for that pur- 
poſe, with the count Briord, his ſaid majeſty's 
ambaſſador extraordinary, or whatever elſe his 
ſaid majeſty ſhall be pleaſed to authoriſe thereto; 
fince his majeſty has ſignified to their high and 
mightineſſes that he is willing to give them content 
in the aforeſaid points. That lo his majeſty may be 
throughly perſuaded of the ſincerity of their high 
and mightineſſes intentions in that matter; that 
their high and mightinciies have nevertheleſs heard 
with great concern that in many places, even in 
France it (elf, it is given out as if their high and 
 mighrineiles did detire a war, by means of witich re- 
ports, falſe and bad impreſſions are given con- 
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eerning their high and mightineſſes intentions.
